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PREVENTIVE MEDICINE 
Communicable Diseases 


1. Malaria cases in the Ryukyus in May numbered 3,171 while 
trachoma cases totaled 1,711, the most common diseases in the is- 
lands. These two diseases accounted for 66 vercent of the 13 prin- 
Cival communicable disease cases reported in May. Malaria inci- 
dence in the Southern Ryusyus continued its monthly decline from 
January. Note charts on the following two pages.

2. Sanitation activities in the Ryuxyus in May showed 79,827 
feet of drainage ditches dug and 1,288 latrines and 118 wells con- 
structed, compared with 1,050,864 fect of drainage ditches dug and 
1,376 latrines and 50 wells constructed in April.

In the Southern Ryukyus 363 restaurants, 64 barber shops 
and 32 ships were inspected by sanitation officers in May. In 
June the same number of restaurants and barber shops and 35 ships 
were inspected by sanitation officers. 


VETERINARY AFFAIRS 


Se There were no reportable diseases in Okinawa-gunto among 
cattle, horses and goats in April and May but cases of swine erysip- 
elas totaled 18 in April with three deaths and in May the same num 
ber of cases end deaths occurred. Swine pest accounted for two 
eases in April and May and one death in May. Ome hundred seventy- 
three chickens died from fowl cholera in April. 


Other diseases caused the death of one cow, three horses, 
34 swine and three goats in April and two cows, three horses, 35 
swine and two goats in May. Of the 37 and 39 swine deaths in Oki- 
nawa~gunto in April and May respectively, gastroenteritis accounted 
for 17 in April and 17 in May. 


4. There were 250 swine, 10 goats and 1,300 chickens slaugh- 
tered in Okinawa-gunto in April and May. No carcasses were con- 
demned. 


5. The Okinawa Animal Quarantine Station was completed in 
May and processed the initial group of 70 swine imported from Ja- 
pan during the month. 


6. Antirabies immunization was completed on 700 dogs in Oki- 
nawa in May. 


7, Animal and chicken inspections in the Northern Ryukyus in 
April showed that 18 head of cattle, 122 swine, 29 goats and 82 
chickens were infected with animal and fowl diseeses of which three 
head of cattle, 74 swine, five soats and 47 chickens died, Gastro- 
enteritis caused the death of 20 swine and one goat, cholera killed 
43 swine, chicken mites killed 47 chickens end the others died from 
other diseases, 


In May 36 head of cattle, 48 horses, 79 swine, 47 goats 


end 86 chickens were infected with diseases while four head of 
cattle, one horse, 18 swine, seven goats and 44 chickens died.

8. Of the 327 swine and cattle slaughtered and examined in 
the Southern Rywous in April, carcasses of two animals were to- 
tally condemned and 16 partially condemned. In May 330 animals 
were slaughtered and examined, six carcasses were totally con- 
demned and 12 carcasses were partially condemned. 


9. Veterinary examinations in the Southern Ryucyus in April 
showed 129 animals infected with disease but in May the number de- 
clined to 98. 


TCAL HOSPITAL AFFAIRS 
10. The total number of in-patients treated in the hospitals 
and dispensaries in the Ryuwkyus in May was 1,354, while out-patients 
numbered 68,932. The out-patients treated in Okinawa- unto increased 
approximately 47 percent over the April figure.

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11. On 31 May there were 126 physicians, 71 physicians! as- 
sistants, 32 dentists, 25 dentists' assistants, 330 regular nurses, 
214 student nurses, 131 nurses! aides, 319 midwives, 19 pharmacists 
and 62 veterinarians reported in Okinawa-gunto. 
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12. The new tuberculosis sanatorium with 300 beds was opened 
in the Ginuza district in Okinawe-gunto 1 July. \ 
13. A refresher course for nurses was begun 29 June at the 
U. S. Army hospital in Okinawa-gunto with 10 nurses enrolled. These 

nurses are learning Inglish besides their reguler courses in order 
to minimize the language difficulty in working with American medical 
personnel.

PUBLIG ASSISTANCE RECIPIENTS 
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20. Persons requiring relief in the Northern Ryukyus in June 
numbered 4,744. Twenty-eight destitute persons were being housed 
in the two welfare institutions in Naze, Amami-o-shima. 


Southern Ryulcyus 


21. In May Miyako contributed ¥ 15,397, goods and foodstuffs 
to 999 needy persons. In June 236.1 metric tons of food were dis- 
tributed. 


Yaeyama contributed ¥ 4,659 and 1,886 pounds of foodstuffs 
to 604 needy persons in May and in June 55.8 metric tons of food 
and other goods were contributed. 


Resettlement 
22. Land released to Okinawans in May totaled 158 acres of 


which 75 acres were for resettlement and 83 acres were for crti- 
vation only. In June 660 acres were released for resettlement. 
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REPATRIATION 


23. Ryvukyuan repatriates numbered 887 in May and June. Of 
these 460 went to Okinawa-gunto. 370 to the Northern Ryukvus and 


57 to the Southern Ryukyus. In June a total of 634 repatriates 
left Okinawa for Japan. 


24. The Nippon Maru, a repatriation ship, arrived at Okinawa 
1 May from Sasebo, Japan, and was quarantined until 6 May while re- 
patriates completed immunization. During the quarantine one re- 
patriate died of pneumonia. The vessel departed Okinawa 7 May with 
59 passengers and 47 bags of mall. 


25- The Kaiwo Maru, a repatriation ship, departed for Sasebo 
6 June with 80 Japanese, three Koreans, four persons from Amami-o- 
shima and 102 bags of mail. The Bogota Maru arrived at Okinawa 
21 June from Sasebo and was quarantined for smallpox on arrival. 
One repatriate died of smallpox 23 June while the ship was in quaran- 
tine.

continued to show a decrease, The mumber of pupils registered in

3. The Kume-jima High School, Okinawa-gunto, which was for~ 
merly a branch school, was established as an independent fulltime 
high school, 


4, The opening ceremony for the new teachers! training school 
at Yaesyama was held 7 June, 


5, In the Northern Ryukyus one primary and three junior high 
schools were constructed while three primary and one junior high 
schools were repaired in May, 


6. Five Okinawan students were approved by Military Government 
to attend colleges and universities in the United States under the 
sponsorship of the Okinawa Relief and Rehabilitation League of 
Hawaii, Their names were submitted to the Far Bast Command for 
approval 25 May, 


7, A literary exhibition was held at the Naha High School, 
Okinawa, 22, 23 and 24 May, 


8, The Teachers! Association of Irabu, Miyako, held a meeting 
to study and to discuss the recently adopted 6-3-3 educational sys 
tem, 


Supplies 


9, Approximately 1,000,000 textbooks for all grades were re- 
ceived from Japan 25 May for distribution throughout the Ryukyus, 


In June 300,000 textbooks were distributed to the schools 
on Okinawa-gunto and 120,000 textbooks were sent to Miyako, 


10, Four 35-mm slide projectors and four 16-mm moving picture 
projectors were distributed to further the Ryukyus re-education and 
reorientation progran, 


11, Among the articles of clothing for students and school 
supplies received in the Northern Ryukyus were 384 dresses, 200 
one-piece suits, 200 pairs of gloves, one magic lantern, 2,000 
notebooks, 100 barrels of nails and 200 stoves and pots,

13. In the Northern Rynkyus 41 church services, eight Sunday 
school services and four prison services were held in June. 


14, Buddhist services were held weekly in the Northern and 
“Southern Ryukyus. 


15, Under the auspices of the Young Men's and Young Women's 
Associations, weekly meetings of Ryukyuan youths continued through- 
out the islands with periodic lectures and social training in Eng=- 
lish, civics, agriculture, current events, personal hygiene, sani- 
tation end current economic problems. 


16, Four actors! guilds provided entertainment for the general 


public in the Northern Ryukus, In June 42 theater performances 
were given in Miyako and 10 in Yaeyama, 
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
